Martin, the 
Democratic leader in the Senate. died 
here today after an illness of severa! 
months. He was 72 years old. 

Thomas Staples Martin, until his 
election in 18%4, had been a raiiroad 
attorney from a small town, wh>5 
never before had sought a public 
office. When fit was found that the 
State Legislature had chesen him in 
preference to one of Virginia’s most 
popular and able citizens, the late 
Fitzhugh Lee, thers

Detectives Believe “‘Dr.”” Mad- 
den’s Colonization Scheme Is 
Intended to Arouse Unrest.

“To have the women hold the balance of po- 
litical power would mean something to the 
country. I am not sure that what they are 
doing now means anything to the country. As 
far as I can make out they are actuated by 
pretty much the same prejudices which impair 
the usefulness of the old parties. That is, the 
average woman voter embraces the political 
faith of the family, and if she were in the 
United States Senate she would probably speak 
as a Democrat or a Republican rather than’as 
a new and free voice in the country’s affairs. 

“If the women had their own party, the men 
would have to get down to realities to beat 
them. The men never have gotten down to 
realities. It has largely been make-believe. 
The fight in the United States Senate is make- 
believe. That.is, we see happening there what 
always occurs when one of the old parties has 
an opportunity to discredit the other. The Re- 
publicans are not half so much opposed to the 
league of nations as they are to Democratic 
rule, nor are the Democrats as much in favor 
of the league for itself as they are because the 
party is for ‘It. 

“The women could play hob with that sort 
of thing. They could break up the old political 
lines In national affairs and bring about a much 
aznoré wholesome condition. Evidently they are 
not going to do anything of the kind. They 
seem to be dividing between the two old par- 
ties, thereby subscribing to the iniquities of 
both.
